It is still the 
policy of your Agricultural Service 
Board to supply the grass seed fre 
to seed down these newly built 
grades. If you live beside or nea 
one of these newly graded roads let 
us know about it so that we can 
furnish you with the grass to seed 
it down, We are using Creepin: 
Red Fescue and White Dutch Clover 
When this is well established it wil! 
Offer livestock grazing or hay and 
the white duteh clover will withstand 
2,4-D application to a marked de-

In the quality of hay the advan- 
tages of early harvesting are im- 
portant, careful planning of the hay- 
ing operations will result in a better 
quality forage. 

By early harvesting of forage crops 
the greatest yield of digestible feed 
value will be obtained, this is much 
needed protein and vitamin contents 
Another advantage of early haying 
is that a better grazing value will be 
realized from the regrowth or after- 
math, In seeded hay fields a bette: 
second cut will be taken when the 
first cut igs taken early, 

The time to cut the hay for maxi- 
mum quality is as soon as the grasses 
have headed, in the case of legumes 
just as they are coming into bloom 
When the two are grown togethe: 
in a mixture the stages of maturits 
of both the grass and legume mus!
